Two things are necessary for the 
preservation of the game and fish. 
One of these is the protection of the 
game now existing, and the other is 
the stocking of streams and fields by 
means of fidi hatdwties and game pre- 
serves. 

The killing off of the game was a 

result of a prejudice against game 
laws, based on the ijeiief that game 
laws were advocated solely for the 
benelit of city hunters, hut the people 
now realize that good game laws are 
for the benefit of everybody. 

The Kentucky Fish and Game Pro- 
tective Association is now trying to 
get every hunter and firiiemian in the 
otate interested in the passage of bet- 
ter laws along this line. One of its 
plans is for the State to diarge a 
license of one dollar ])rr year to every 
man who hunts on other men's land, 
and to chsrge non-residents of Ken- 
tu.'ky at least ten di'llars per year fcr 
huntin.g in this i^tate. Similar laws 
are now and have for years j'a.st been 
in force in every State in the Union ex- 
cept Kentucky and about three other 
States. 

Under such a law a sufflcient fund 
could be raised to employ men to see 
that the fiih and gam.e laws are en- 
forced, and to provide stocks of fish 
and game for every field and stream 
in the State. Of course, if a man 
doesn't care a dollar's worth about 
hunting he wouldn't have a license, 
and the burden would fall on those 
vvbo would be glad to pay so small a 
sum for so much pleasure. 

One of the big benefits to he derived 
by the farnwrs wouM be the enforce- 
ment of the posting laws and keeping 
trtspa.'^sers off of their lands. Under 
the present conditions, a great many 
farmers allow themselves to be im- 
posed upon rather than to drive hun- 
ters away, but a paid game warden 

would have no such feelings in the 
matter. 

In order to make the employment of 
wardens non-political, it is proposed to

On Tuesday, August 8th, the sec 
ond day of the Blue Grass tair at I..CX 
ington, will be contested the richest 
prise ever offered for saddle horses. 
It will be the first show brought about 
through the organization of the Na- 
tional Saddle Horse Futurity. 

This stake was opened by the Sad 
die Horse Chronicle Publishing Co., 
eariy in tha year of 1»1L Rs ooadl- 
tions provide for three contests, tha 
first this year when the eligibles are 
weanlings, the second in 1'J12 when 
they are yearlings, and the third in 
1913 when they are two-year olds. Un- 
der its published terms the stake is 
divided Into two portions, one of 
which is contested at the- EJlue Grass 
fair at Lexington and the other at the 
Missouri State fair at Sedalia, Mo. 
Kacb nominator has the option of 
choosing at which fafar ha will make 
his entry. As probably seventy-five 
per cent of the eligible colts are in 
Kentucky, this proportion of the show 
will be held at the Blue Grass fair 
and consequently the larger amount of 
monay to be distributed as the result 
of the futurity will be hung up at Lex- 
ington. 

Every indication points to the great- 
est show of colts ever seen on any tair 
grounds. There are about ninety eli- 
gibles at the presoit time and It Is 
altogether probable that a minimum of 
fifty will be seen in the ring on the 
afternoon of August Sth at the Blue 
Grass fair. The prize for which they 
will be shown is well worthy of such 
a ring. It will aggregate close to three 
thousand dollars. As under the eondi 
tions of the stake there will be ten 
monies, each colt shown has a first- 
class chance at some part of the prize.
